VI. That though the Grammarians tell us, 
that Names of Arts, Diſeaſes, Virtues, Vi- 
ces, Corn, Spices, Herbs, Flowers, Liquors, 
Metals, and Minerals, want the Plural Num. 
ber ; yet many of them have a Plural, Thoſe 
which are Defective, the Scholar will find in 
this ſhort Dictionary. 

VII. That the Names of Plants and Dr 195, 
that are not both Claſſical and Biden ald, 
are not to be expected here. Thoſe that are 
not Claſſical are no Latin Words „and thoſe 
that are not part of the Materia Ae have 
no Enghſo Names.

A few Inſtances of many Hundreds, which 
might be produced, ate ſufficient to juſtify 
this Charge. Thus for Example, Bacchar or 
Baccharis is tranſlated Our Lady's Gloves, 
London- -Button, Sage of Jeruſalem, and not 
one of em is right. The two firſt Names our 
Botaniſts are Strangers to; and for Sage of 
Feruſalem, the Latin is Pulmonaria. This 
is the more intolerable, becauſe Pliny, who 
ought to have been conſulted, calls it Nar- 
dum Nuſticum. 

Laſerpitium, upon which Pliny (Lib. III. 
cap. 19.) beſtows the Epithet Clariſimum, 
is moſt miſerably tortur'd.-----Some, ſay the
